Man stopped from 
jumping off ledge 


Wayne police officers and the 
Wayne County Special Operations 
Team joined forces June 9 to prevent 
a 23-year-old Wayne man from 
jumping off the sixth floor of 
Westchester Towers Apartments. 

Before the WCSOT arrived at the 
scene, Wayne police made contact 
with the individual by telephone, 
trying to coax him not to jump, 
according to Wayne Deputy Director 
John Colligan. 

“Members of the Special Operations 
‘Team actually repelled from the roof 
and entered the window of the resident 
while Wayne police officers were 
talking to him,” Colligan said. “I can't 
say enough about the coordinated 
efforts between the Wayne Police 
Department and the Wayne County 
Special Operations Team." 

The Wayne man was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital. He is receiving 
medical care. 


Man robbed in 
Perry parking lot 


A truck driver was allegedly robbed 
while passing through the Wayne 
community 11:15 a.m. June 7 after 
stopping at Perry Drug Store on 
Michigan Avenue. 

The male driver told police a black 
man about 5-0 and 160 pounds 
approached him in the Perry parking 
lot with a hand gun, and allegedly 
forced the driver to get in his truck 
and give the suspect all his money. 
The suspect then told the man to drive 
him eastbound on Michigan Avenue to 
Beach Daily. 

Once the truck driver reached the 
destination, the suspect fled on foot in 
an unknown direction. 

Police are still investigating the 
incident. Anyone with information 
should call the Wayne Police 
Department at 721-1414. 
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Attorneys for David J. Willett, president of Associated 
Newspapers, Inc., are expected to petition this week for 
dismissal of a complaint filed in federal court Thursday, 
charging the Westland resident with bank fraud. 

Willett, 48, has denied the allegations which were de- 
scribed by a U.S. Department of Justice spokesman as 
“check kiting." According to an agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, check kiting is a scheme whereby 
“two or more bank accounts are used to make deposits from 
one account to the other to create positive balances which 
are not supported by actual funds in the accounts.” 

Willett voluntarily appeared in federal court Thursday for 
official recognition of the complaint. Stephen Markman, 
U.S. district attorney said, “A complaint is only a charge 
and is not evidence of guilt. Trial cannot be held on felony 
charges in a complaint. When the investigation is completed 
a determination will be made whether to seek a felony in- 
dictment.” " 

Willett was not asked for a plea at his appearance 
Thursday.

The Associated Newspapers and Eagle Graphics Corp., 
which Willett also owns. 

"I never wrote a check I could not and did not cover and no 
bank or lending institution ever suffered a loss as is sug- 
gested,” Willett said. “I was not asked for a plea in this 
situation, but if I had been, it certainly would have been 'not 
guilty,” Willett said. 

Ray Reame, president of First of America Bank in 
Wayne, one of the two lending institutions named in the 
allegations, refused any comment on Willett's dealings with 
the bank. 

“We, at First of America, would never comment on any 
customer's dealings or accounts here,” he said. Reame said 
Firstof America never filed any complaint whatsoever with 
any law enforcement agency with regard to Willett or the 
corporate accounts. Willett's corporate accounts remain 
with the bank and are open and functional. 

“The Associated banking account records were seized 
under a federal warrant several months ago,” Reame said. 
He noted this was consistent with the bank policy of absolute

Nankin Transit Authority buses may re- 
main parked in their garages for good, if 
NTA affiliate cities don't find funding soon. 


One of the major sources of funding - the 
Suburban Mobility Authority for Regional 
Transportation — can no longer subsidize 
NTA, SMART officials announced Friday 

The NTA, organized in 1974, provides 
transportation services for senior citizens, 
the handicapped, mentally disabled and 
the indigent of Inkster, Wayne, Westland, 
Garden City and Canton Township. It will 
lose about one-third of its $850,000 annual 
budget from SMART. 

The annual contribution of SMART to the 
local transit system is about $375,000, NTA 
Officials said. 

“SMART is asking us to contribute about 
$30,000 more to the operation,” said Inks- 
ter Councilman James Colleran, the 
liaison officer to NTA from Inkster. “We 
just don’t have that kind of money in our 
budget. They leave us no alternative but to 
withdraw from the authority.” 

At the June 3 Inkster council meeting, 
Colleran asked the city administration to 
prepare documents that would enable In- 
kster to withdraw from the NTA. 

Albert Martin, general manager of the 








Suburban Mobility Authority for Regional 
Transportation, pointed out SMART could 
no longer afford to subsidize Nankin 
Transit 

“We have been contributing dollars 
from our general fund to the operation of 
Nankin Transit,” Martin said. Because of 
increased expenses, we are no longer able 
to subsidize Nankin Transit. 

Nankin must now be treated the same as 
other local transit systems throughout the 
region, he added 

Charles Hunter, who has served as NTA 
director for 16 years, estimated NTA buses 
serviced about 9,500 customers a month for 
the first six months of this year, "and it 
would be terrible to abandon these people. 
We have survived some lean times in the 
past, like in 1983 when federal monies dried 
up. And I understand state money is doing 
likewise, however, I can't see abandoning 
these people.” 

Wayne City Manager Tom Daly was sur- 
prised to learn NTA services were in 
Jeopardy. 

“This is the first I have heard about 
this," Daly said. "And I am going to have 
to wait until I get more information on this 
It's premature for me to comment at this 
time.’

Go west, young men and 
women! 

At least as far as western 
Wayne County where a profes- 
sional rodeo is slated to per- 
form at the annual Sumpter 
Country Fest July 19 and 20. 

Rodeo is a true American 
sport, springing from the uni- 
que occupation of the Amer- 
ican cowboy. Although many 
cowboys still come from tradi- 
tional ranch or farm back- 
grounds, many of the competi- 
tors of today started in youth or 
high school rodeos. 

The ultimate goal for any 
rodeo competitor is to win a 
world championship. The In- 
ternational Pro Rodeo Associa- 
tion, which sanctions the 
Sumpter event, names world 
champions in seven events: 
bareback bronco riding, saddle 
bronco riding, bull riding, cow- 
girls’ barrel racing, steer 
wrestling, calf roping and team 
roping. These world titles are 
sought-after and hard-earned, 
but the title of World Champion 
All-Around Cowboy is the most 
prestigious title that a rodeo 
competitor can win. To win this 
coveted award, the cowboy 
must excel in more than one 
event, according to the IPRA. 

In addition to the profession- 
al cowboys and cowgirls per- 
forming in the Sumpter Coun- 
try Fest, one of the foremost 
rodeo clowns, John Hayden, 
will be featured 

Hayden, who is known in 
rodeo circles as The Mayor of 
Poverty Flats, has been in-

‘Once 
in Alabama a guy told me the 
bull Ihad drawn was easy, any- 
one could ride him. They 
opened the gate and I fell off, 
and that was it. I never even 
picked up my bull rope.” 

In the early years, Hayden 
worked some amateur rodeos 
than moved on to professional 
rodeo associations. His own 
acts include a comic mule, a 
barrel-racing dog, a Grand Ole 
Opry act, a sharp-shooting act, 
a trick horse and his newest 
addition, the 6-foot Quick-In 
Chick-In. 

Making people laugh is what 
Hayden feels is his job. If he 
can make the audience happy, 
then everyone involved in the 
rodeo is happy. 

“People don't have any idea 
what rodeos really involve,'" 
said Hayden, who rarely pas- 
ses up an opportunity to give an 
interview to the press or visit 
with a rodeo spectator,

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‘Misconception’ 
Small lakes are also dangerous

Ironically, two individuals 
drowned in Belleville Lake dur- 
ing the period designated as 
Safe Boating Week. 

A 73-year-old Romulus man, 
who was fishing from an 8-foot 
raft, drowned June 2, and a 15- 
year-old Inkster boy drowned 
June 9 while attempting to 
swim across the lake. 

“Boaters may have a mis- 
conception that Belleville Lake 
is a safe lake because it is re- 
latively small, but they need to 
remember that all water is 
potentially dangerous," Van 
Buren Township marine offic- 
er Phil Wakeford said. “Parts 
of the lake are very shallow, 
but it is 30- to 40-feet deep in 
areas. Some people are una- 
ware that the lake was created 
from the Huron River, and that 
there is a strong current where 
the original river bed was.” 


Driver 
celebrates 
her work

Darla Dennen doesn’t have a 
magic wand, but she can make 
dreams come true. 

Adriver for Dan’s Limousine 
Service of Inkster, Dennen 
whisks her passengers in grand 
style to celebrate their wed- 
dings, anniversaries, birth- 
days and prom nights. 


“I think it's everyone's | 


dream to ride in a limousine. 
When I see the happy looks on 
the passengers' faces, I know 
I've helped to make their 
dreams come true," Dennen 
said. “I know it's always been 
my dream. In fact, Inever rode 
in a limousine before I started 
working here. I had my first 
limo ride when my boss took 
me to lunch on Secretary's 
Day." 

Dennen took a job as a Jill-of- 
all-trades for Dan's Glass four 
months ago. She worked as a 
receptionist and order clerk 
until one day, about seven 
weeks ago, there was a call for 
a limo and no one available to 
drive it. 

“I was a bit nervous, but I 
had driven a big mobile 
cafeteria — almost a restaurant 
on wheels - for two-and-one- 
half years, and I didn't think a 
limo would be any harder to 
drive," Dennen said. “My first 
day on the job also was my 
birthday, and the folks who 
rented the limousine invited 
me to join their celebration.” 

Some of Dennen's recent 
assignments have been driving 
high school students to proms. 

“One group of six went out to 
dinner after the prom and then 
wanted to drive around. In fact, 


The marine officer believes 
common sense and caution 
could prevent many of the acci- 
dents, injuries and deaths that 
occur on Michigan lakes each 
season. 

“Traffic on Belleville Lake is 
very busy, especially on the 
weekends, and boaters need to 
be alert as to what other crafts 
are doing, in addition, to 
obeying the safety rules them- 
selves," Wakeford said. 

Wakeford and three other 
marine officers regularly pat- 
rol the 6-mile-long lake in a 
township marine craft. The 
lake is also patrolled by the 
Wayne County Sheriff's De- 
partment marine unit. 

“Tenjoy the lake patrol, but it 
certainly isn't enjoyable when 
there is a tragedy on the lake,” 
said Wakeford, a five-year 
veteran of the township police 
force. ‘‘People start out want- 
ing to have a good time on the 
water, but their good time can 


they just wanted to drive up 
and down Telegraph Road to 
see some old cars that were on 
the lots. Later, they had me 
drive to the homes of some of 
their friends so they could say 
‘hi’ and show off the 
limousine,’’ Dennen said. 
“When another group of kids 
went to a prom, their parents 
used the limo during the three 
hours of the dance. They really 
got their money's worth out of 
the limo." 

Although most chauffeurs 
are men, Dennen occasionally 
sees other women behind the 
wheel of limousines, including 
another woman who works for 
Dan's Limousine Service. 

“While the limo drivers are 
waiting at proms or concerts, 
we usually all gather around at 
one spot and talk. Everyone is 
interested in the special acces- 
sories in each other's limos,” 
Dennen said. “And, of course, 
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quickly turn to sorrow if they 
don't obey safety rules." 
Wakeford routinely observes 
boaters who are driving reck- 
lessly without adequate flota- 
tion devices for each passen- 
ger. In addition, he often 
observes people standing up in 
the boats or exceeding the 
weight limit or the number of 
allowable passengers. 


“It is very dangerous to 
stand up while a boat is in op- 
eration. A wave from another 
vessel could cause passengers 
to lose their footing or even fall 
overboard,” Wakeford said. 
“Also, boaters should have 
adequate mirrors and a spotter 
when they are pulling skiers or 
tubers, so they can keep them 
in sight and stop if they are in 
trouble.” 


Wakeford said alcohol mis- 
use also is often a cause of acci- 
dents on the water. 

“We find when we investi- 


we compare notes about the 
places we’ve been and the peo- 
ple we’ve met.” 

The drivers’ common prob- 
lem is where to find an 
appropriate restroom during 
their breaks, Dennen said. 

Dennen’s recent trips have 
taken her to the Detroit Yacht 
Club, the Roostertail Catering 
Club, the Omni Hotel and Belle 
Isle as well as many destina- 
tionsin western Wayne County. 

The lone unpleasant experi- 
ence she has had during her 
driving was when a fight broke 
out between students from two 
rival high school groups stag- 
ing a prom at the same site. 

“I don’t think it was a good 
idea for the hotel to book rival 
schools on the same night. 
None of my passengers were 
involved in the fight, and I got 
my people out quickly. Nothing 
happened to us, but it was kind 
of scary for a few minutes. Af- 
ter all, I didn’t want my passen- 
gers or the limo to get in the 
way of a fight,” Dennen said. 

“Driving a limo is lots of fun. 
People are all different and the 
assignments are all different. I 
never get bored."

Dennen said the passengers 
are fascinated with the bar, 
television set, video cassette 
recorder and moon roof in the 
limousine she drives. They also 
are awed by the tuxedo-clad 
driver opening the limo door 
for them or holding an umbrel- 
la for them in rainy weather. 

“We try to make everything 
perfect. After all, thelimousine 
ride is a dream-come-true for 
them, and we want everything 
to be just right," Dennen said.

Teachers on lay-off last 
month are slated to be called 
back if Wayne-Westland school 
board members vote to 
approve the recall Monday 
night at a special school board 
meeting. 

More than 70 teachers, who 
have been on lay-off for more 
than a year, are expected to re- 
ceive notice later next week, 
according to Thomas Svitko- 
vich, associate superintendent 
of schools. 

More than 50 teachers will 
still remain on the lay-off list, 
but their status could change as 
the district receives notice 
from recalled teachers, con- 
cerning their decisions to re- 
turn. 

Many of the teachers have 
taken jobs with other school 
districts and aren't expected to 
return, according to school offi- 
cials. 

Over the next few months, 
Bill Taylor, associate superin- 
tendent of employee services, 
and union chief Bill Reece will 
meet to update the recall list as 
positions open throughout the 
district. 

Also slated for recall are ab- 
out 35 bus drivers, seven custo- 
dians and one secretary. 

The recall is necessary for 
the district to avoid having to 
pay unemployment benefits to 
employees slated for lay-offs. 

District officials and current 
school board members prom- 
ised to reinstate all program 
cuts implemented this year, 
and eliminate all program cuts 
slated for next fall, if the mil- 
lage election was successful. 

About 25 percent of the dis- 
trict's voters turned out at the 
polls last Monday to vote for 
three school board members 
and to decide on a 7.75-millage 
increase. 

More than 8,000 voters 
approved the increase, which 
will cost the average household 
$93 after the Homestead Tax 
rebate

If the increase hadn't been 
approved, district officials 
were ready to eliminate all bus- 
ing for students in kindergar- 
ten through 12th grade, all ex- 
tra curricular activities, athle- 
tics, one hour from the high 
school day other program cuts 
book and school supplies. 

School board members had 
promised to buy a new reading 
series for the district, if the mil- 
lage was successful. 

The day following the mil- 
lage passage of the millage, 
they bought a new reading 
series from Houghton Mifflin, 
The old series was outdated 
and had been used for the past 
13 years. 

The books cost about $600,000 
and were bought at a 40- 
percent savings, according to 
Jim Edwards, executive direc- 
tor of elementary education, 

Edwards attributed the sav- 
ings to tough negotiations.

Getting along with 
‘Ivan the Terrible’ 


Has your once wonderful, well- 
behaved dog turned into Ivan the 
Terrible? Has that well-adjusted, 
enjoyable pet member of the family 
started to act differently, making 
you wonder what exactly is going on 
and why he has become such a pain 
rather than a pleasure? 

I will give you the answer to the 
problem first. You and your environ- 
ment are at fault for the dog's 
changed personality. 

Dogs do not like change. They are 
creatures of habit and prefer and 
thrive as part of a stable routine, 
unaltered in any way. They are not 
the wild animals of the forest. They 
have become so domesticated by us 
that they think of us as part of their 
own personal pack and when little, 
unimportant changes occur, they 
react negatively. 

Dogs have many ways of showing 
disapproval or insecurity about 
what is happening in the home, 
Have you and your spouse ever had 
occasion to argue? I'll never admit to 
that, but hypothetically speaking, 
let us imagine my wife and me hav- 
Ing a minor disagreement. Just a 
change in voice tone or body 
language will send our two 
Shepherds to unknown parts of the 
house. 

I always have to conduct a 
thorough question-and-answer 
conversation about any small 
differences taking place within their 
household. Many times the irritant 
is so minor, but the dog finds it to be 
enormous. 

Many times dogs will respond in a 
jealous, spoiled-child-type manner 
when a new baby is brought into the 
house. The dog, once your pride and 
joy, becomes a bit overlooked in the 





hustle and time-consuming job of 
new parenthood. What the parents 
must do is to continue to make the 
dog feel as important as he once 
was. The dog should not be shuttled 
out of the room because the baby is 
there. He can lay at the feet of the 
mother while she feeds the infant 
and continue as an integral part of 
the family. 

Whenever weekend guests are 
present the dog may feel threatened 
as well. Most of our pets can tell 
exactly when our bedtime rolls 
around as well as what the night- 
time routine is. When this is 
disturbed because of guests, the 
dog will become a bit confused, feel 
insecure and perhaps begin getting 
into trouble...until the guests 
depart, of course. Then, with his 
routine back to normal, he will 
return to his normal behavior. 

Our dogs are supposed to adapt to 
our household and family regimen 
and more often than not, they do. 
When the puppy is brought into the 
home at a young age, the adapting is 
easier. Nevertheless, expecting your 
dog to adapt, adapt and continually 
adapt may mean you will have to 
have some tolerance and patience.

Westland.

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It's the dream of many little boys 

The roar of the engines, the excitement of the race 

It was the dream of Scott Brayton. 

“It's like a dream come true," Brayton said. "It's the thing childhood 
fantasies are made of. Being an Indy car driver and making money at it is a 
childhood dream and a lot of people would agree." 

Brayton and other races will be roaring through the streets of downtown 
Detroit today in the annual Grand Prix event. 

For Brayton, however, the location makes no difference as long as he is 
behind the wheel of a vehicle that goes faster than most of us can imagine. 

Brayton knows what it is like as a child watching the races from the 
sidelines. His father drove race cars. 

“It's difficult not to get caught up in the excitement with the loud noises 
and the neat cars," Brayton said. "When you're around it you develop an 
interest at an early age." 

This thought is proven with the Unser and Andretti families which are 
also very involved in the sport. 

Brayton, 32, began his racing career in 1977 behind the wheel of a 
formula kart. In 1978 he joined the well-known Skip Barber circuit taking 
five victories and placing seventh in the standings. In 1979 he won the Skip 
Barber championship. He began his Indy car career in 1981. 

Brayton sald it is difficult to explain how it feels behind the wheel of one 
of the powerful Indy cars. He describes it as "stiff". 

"It's not the most comfortable place in the world to be. There is nothing 
smooth or graceful about it," he said. "It's stimulating and very aggressive." 

A resident of Coldwater, MI, Brayton's narne is not as well known as the 
Unsers or Andrettis of the racing world. 

He hasn't won a single race on the 17-race CART/PPG Indy Car World 
Series Circuit. 

"I would really just like to win once," he said. "It's very competitive out 
there and on the days we thought I would do really well, something hap- 
pens to the car." 

Th heavy competition is evidenced by the fact that there has been a 
different winner in nearly every race on the circuit thus far. 

In 1990 he placed seventh in the Indianapolis 500 and he was 15th in 
point standings out of 49 drivers. The Indy drivers on the circuit win points 
as they participate in races based on their finishes. The points will deter- 
mine the amount of money they earn. 

Although the win-loss record is not so great, his earnings in Indy car 
racing top $2.2 million. 

“I make enough to pay the bills," Brayton said. 

Racing is big business and drivers rely on sponsorship to help pay most 
of the bills. 

Brayton races for Amway and Dick Simon Racing. 

"It's a perfect vehicle for corporations," Brayton said. "The bright colors 
of the cars, seeing their name on the car. There's a lot of pizzazz and 
America's love for the automobile will go on forever." 

All of fhis, however, does not come without a price. Brayton is on the road 
10 months out of the year. His wife travels with him a great deal of the time. 

"I do wake up sometimes and not know where I am," he said. 

The need for sponsorship support creates an added strain as the drivers 
are paraded about at banquets, business meetings and such. 

Brayton also sticks to a rigorous work-out schedule just like any other 
athlete. He also spends a lot of time driving the car. 

"The best training there is Is to keep driving," he said. 

å Racing, he added, is not dangerous for those who know what they are 
oing. 

"Our accident record on the circuit is actually much better than on the 
highways because we know how dangerous the cars can be and we take 
precautions. In the wrong hands, the cars would most certainly be deadly." 

Although Brayton is involved in working out "the kinks" in his car, 
members of his pit crew are ultimately responsible for mechanics of the car. 

"It's really a team effort. With all the public demands on the driver it is 
very important that the crew be strong," he said, “I'll look the car over, but 
there are really only so many hours in the day.” 

As for the Detroit course, Brayton said it is challenging but it's difficult to 
compare city courses. 

“Every street course is unique. This course demands a lot with many 
turns and not many straightaways." 

The 2.5-mile Detroit course has 17 turns as it winds along the Detroit 
River and around the Renaissance Center. It also features the only tunnel 
on the 17-race circuit.
